A Word  on  Sportsmanship 

“I  don’t  know  howr  you  feel  about  it,  but  I am 
taken  ill  almost  every  time  an  official  calls  a personal 
foul.  What’s  more,  the  reaction  by  the  fans  and 
is  automatic  insolence — or  worse,”  wrote  a bait  Lake 
City  si>ortswriter  over  the  holidays. 

“The  offending  player  grimaces,  indicates  by  either 
word  or  action  that  the  ump  is  at  least  mildly  insane 
. the  crowd  takes  up  the  anvil  chorus,  boos  or  shouts 
insults,”  he  continued.  • 

The  sportswriter  had  a point.  Sportsmanship  in- 
Utah  is  rapidly  becoming  a thing  of  the  past  because 
both  players  and  spectators  are  losing  sight  ot  the  rea- 
sons why  we  engage  in  competition. 

Those  students  attending  the  Montana-BYU  g^e 
last  week  saw  this  illustrated  dramatically.  Immediately 
before  the  game  Max  Pinegar  stood  up  and  made  a plea 
for  good  sportsmanship.  Apparently  some  weren  t lis- 
tening. because  at  the  end  ot  the  game  a Montana  player 
stood  at  the  foul  line  and  made  four  points  off  two  tech- 
nical fouls  with  only  five  seconds  left  in  the  game.  In 
tough  Skyline  competition,  those  four  points  plus  the 
two  he  made  from  a personal  foul  previously  are  enough 
to  cost  a championship. 

Why  do  officials  call  a technical?  Probably  because 
they  feel  thev’ve  taken  enough  abuse  for  the  ei-ening. 
Granted  that 'not  all  calls  are  good,  they’re  still  bound 
to  be  much  better  than  either  player  or  spectator  seems 
willing  to  admit. 

There  was  a time  when  BYU  and  other  Utah  teams 
were  known  throughout  the  nation  for  their  siiortsman- 
ship.  This  was  back  in  19-52  when  the  team  won  the  Nat- 
ional Invitational  Tournament.  Times  have  changed. 
Now  officials  are  calling  the  basketball  floor  “the  Snake 
Pit.” 

A Daily  Universe  spoftswriter,  talking  before  the 
Montana  game  with  the  Montana  coach,  reported  him 
as  saying,  “The  only  problem  I can  see  now  is  that  you 
whistle  and  clap  for  us  before  the  game  starts,  but  just 
as  soon  as  the  whistle  blows  and  the  team  gets  into  ac- 
tion you  don’t  seem  to  appreciate  my  guys  and  some  of 
the  good  plays  they  make  . . . Now,  the  first  time  offi- 
cials blow  the  whistle  against  BYU  you  set  up  such  a 
howl  that  it  is  hard  to  imagine  you  have  a standard  of 
sportsmanship  and  fair  play.” 

One  of  Stan  Watts’  favorite  stories  concerns  a time 
when  we  were  playing  in  IMadison  Square  Garden  in  one 
of  the  major  baskkball  tournaments.  A BYU  player  and 
a player  from  the  other  team  collided  on  the  floor  and 
the  other  player  was  sent  sprawling  while  the  action 
moved  ahead  without  him.  'The  BYU  player  (and  we 
wish  we  could  remember  his  name)  bent  oyer  the  play- 
er, who  was  a Negro,  and  helped  him  to  his  feet. 

“You  could  have  heard  a pin  drop  in  that  huge 
arena.”  says  Stan.  “All  eyes  were  on  those  two,  and  when 
the  player  was  back  on  his  feet  the  applause  was  deaf- 
ening. They  had  never  seen  such  a thing  before,  and 
they  ate  it  up.” 

This  was  the  way  it  u.sed  to  be. 

We  suggest  it  is  time  for  BYU  students  and  players 
to  take  a long  look  at  their  outrageous  behavior  thus  far 
in  this  basketball  season.  We  don’t  think  they’ll  like 
what  they  find.  It’s  time  to  change.

“Two  Much:”  This  is  an  album  featuring  the  wailing 
big  band  of  Stan  Kenton  and  the  fantastic  voice  of  Ann  Rich- 
ards. That  should  be  in  quotes  since  that’s  just  the  way  it 
reads  on  the  album  cover.  At  last  w'ord  Stan  and  Ann  were 
still  married  so  this  is  a family  affair.  Three  Much  should  be 
next ! 

Still  with  Capitol  it’s  “The  Freshman  Year.”  This  is  a 
10th  anniversary  album  for  the  Four  Freshmen.  The  tunes 
are  standards  as  per  usual  but  for  this  package  they’ve  gone 
back  to  their  original  style.

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Archaeology  Furnishes  Facts  . . . 

The  ‘Book  of  Abraham’  Meets  Test 


Editor’s  Note — This  is  the  sec- 
ond and  last  installment  of  an 
article  by  Dr.  Ross  T.  Christensen 
discussing  some  archaeological 
tests  for  the  “Book  of  Abraham.” 
The  first,  carried  in  Wednesday’s 
Daily  Universe  mentioned  the 
tests  of  funerary  architecture 
and  mummification.  In  this  arti- 
cle Dr.  Christensen  presents  ad- 
ditional methods  for  examining 
the  “Book  of  Abraham.”

3.  As  to  papyrus  funerary 
scrolls.  Papyrus  was  a kind  of 
paper  manufactured  from  a plant 
which  was  native  to  the  banks 
of  the  Nile.  It  was  the  favorite 
writing  material  of  the  Mediter- 
ranean region  from  very  ancient 
times  until  the  early  centuries 
of  the  Christian  era. 

Sheets  of  it  were  glued  to- 
gether, thus  forming  long  rolls  or 
scrolls.  Frequently,  scrolls  were 
included  in  the  wrappings  of 
mummies.  As  a rule  these  scrolls 
were  inscribed  with  variant  cop- 
ies of  a tedious  funerary  text 
called  the  “Book  of  the  Dead.” 
However,  they  occasionally  con- 
tained historical  or  other  materi- 

BELZONI  OBSERVED  that 
these  scrolls  were  found  above 
the  knees,  on  the  legs,  within  the 
eviscerated  chest,  or  under  the 
arms. 


4.  As  to  the  identity  of  the 
mummies.  Joseph  Smith  at  first 
declined  to  identify  who  the 
mummies  were,  only  denying 
; that  they  were  those  of  Abraham, 
Joseph,  and  Abimelech,  as  some 
had  accused  him  of  claiming. 
However,  in  1844  he  is  reported 
to  have  stated  that  one  of  them 
was  the  remains  of  Pharaoh  Ne- 
cho.  (Josiah  Quincy,  “Figures  of 
the  Past,”  p.  383). 

IF  THE  PROPHET  was  cor- 
■ rectly  reported  in  this  statem^t, 
then  one  of  the  mummies  was 
that  of  a king  of  the  Twenty- 
sixty  Dynasty.  It  may  have  been 
Necho  1,  but  was  more  likely 
Necho  II  (609-595  B.C.). 

The  latter  monarch  was  note- 
worthy for  his  unsuccessful  at- 
tempt to  restore  the  lost  power 
Egypt  had  possessed  during  the 
Empire  Period.  Also,  it  may  be 
noted  that  he  was  responsible  for 
the  death  of  the  Judean  King 
Josiah  in  609  B.C.  Necho  11  was 
also  a contemporary  of  Lehi  of 
the  “Book  of  Mormon,  who  left 
Jerusalem  about  600  B.C. 
i JOSEPH  SMITH  is  also  report- 
! ed  to  have  thought  that  another 
I of  the  mummies  was  probably 
that  of  Necho’s  daughter.  Parley 
P.  Pratt  indicates  that  one  of  the 
scrolls  was  found  on  what  was 
I apparently  this  same  female. 

To  assign  a date  to  the  scroll 
of  Abraham  is  a ramified  prob- 
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lem.  For  one  thing,  the  patriarch 
himself  is  believed  to  have  lived 
in  the  twentieth  century  B.C. 
However,  its  companion  scroll 
(or  a portion  of  the  Abraham 
scroll  evidence  suggests  that  the 
two  scrolls  were  originally  joined 
together)  was  written  by  Joseph, 
who  lived  three  generations 
later. 

ALSO.  ACCORDING  to  Quin- 
cy, Joseph  Smith  stated  that 
Moses  and  Aaron  had  added  to 
the  record.  The  latter  pair  are 
generally  dated  to  the  thirteenth 
century  B.C. 

But  although  Abraham  may 
have  written  as  early  as  the 
twentieth  century  B.C.,  the  pit- 
tomb  or  catacomb  in  which  Le- 
bolo  found  his  mummies  un- 
doubtedly was  not  carved  out 
until  the  sixteenth  century  B.C. 
or  later,  since  this  type  of  fun- 
erary was  not  in  use  until  that 
time. 

SINCE,  HOWEVER,  it  was  a 
mass  reburial  among  which  the 
four  mummies  in  question  were 
found,  their  final  interment  there 
evidently  dates  to  sometime  fol- 
lowing about  900  B.C.,  which  is 
when  pious  priests  began  to  prac- 
tice this  custom. 

Yet.  if  two  of  the  four  mum- 
mies were  those  of  Pharaoh  Ne- 
cho II  and  his  daughter  and  if 
the  scroll  was  found  on  the  lat- 
ter, then  its  final  placement  in 
the  tomb  must  have  been  during 
or  following  the  sixth  century 
B.C.,  for  Necho  died  in  the  year 
594 

NOW  WARREN  R.  Dawson,  in 
the  entry  for  Antonia  Lebolo  in 
his  “Who  Was  Who  in  Egyptol- 
ogy,” p.  88,  reports  the  discovery 
made  in  1818,  which  evidently 
included  the  four  mummies  un- 
der consideration.  According  to 
this  source,  Lebolo,  found  a num- 
ber of  Ptolemaic  mummies  in  the 
pit-tomb  of  Gurneh. 

Since  the  house  of  Ptolemaic 
reigned  in  Egypt  between  tiie 
conquest  of  Alexander  the  Great 
in  332  B.C.  and  the  death  of 
Cleopatra  in  30  B.C.,  this  would 
mean  that  at  least  some  of  the 
several  hundred  mummies  men- 
tioned by  J^^oseph  Smith  were  in- 
serted during  the  last  three  cen- 
turies before  Christ.

of  Ptolemaic  date  and  type.  Also, ! 
the  vicinity  of  Thebes  seems  an 
unlikely,  though  not  impossible, 
locale  for  a Ptolemaic-period 
burial. 

Thus,  although  the  original 
composition  of  the  “Book  of 
Abrahan%^'  may  date  to  the  twen-j 
tieth  century  B.C.,  the  final  des- : 
position  of  the  mummies  in  con- ; 
nection  with  which  his  scroll  was 
found  apparently  dates  to  some 


1400  years  later  (sixth 

B.C.).
